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IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A water-in-oil emulsion which comprises as an effective 
ingredient eith e r on e or both of p e ptid e s s e l e ct e d from th e group consisting of a p e ptide 
having an amino acid sequence of Cys Mot Thr Trp Asn Gin M o t Aon L e u (SEQ ID NO: 2), 
and-a peptide having an amino acid sequence of Cys Tyr Thr Trp Asn Gin Met Asn Leu 
(SEQ ED NO: 3). 

2. (Original) The emulsion according to Claim 1, wherein the emulsion is in a 
dosage unit form that comprises 0.1 to 100 mg of the peptide. 

3. (Original) The emulsion according to Claim 1 or 2, wherein the emulsion is to be 
used as a cancer vaccine. 

4. (Currently Amended) A process for preparation of the water-in-oil emulsion 
according to Claim 1, which comprises mixing a preparation comprising e ither on e or both of 
peptid e s s e l e ct e d from th e group consisting of a p e ptid e having an amino acid s e qu e nce of 
Cys M e t Thr Trp Asn Gin M e t Asn Leu (SEQ ID NO: 2), and a peptide having an amino acid 
sequence of Cys Tyr Thr Trp Asn Gin Met Asn Leu (SEQ ID NO: 3), together with an 
emulsifier and an oil. 

5. (Currently Amended) A kit for preparation of the water-in-oil emulsion according 
to Claim 1, which includes a container comprising either one or both of p e ptides s e l e cted 
from th e group consisting of a peptide having an amino acid s e qu e nc e of Cys Met Thr Trp 
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Asn Gin M e t Asn L e u (SEQ ID NO: 2), and a peptide having an amino acid sequence of Cys 
Tyr Thr Trp Asn Gin Met Asn Leu (SEQ ID NO: 3), and a container comprising an 
emulsifier and an oil. 

6. (Original) The kit according to Claim 5, wherein the kit is to be used to prepare 
the water-in-oil emulsion according to claim 1 just before use. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method for treatment or pr e v e ntion of a cancer, which 
comprises administering the water-in-oil emulsion according to Claim 1 to a cancer patient in 
need who is positive for an HLA-A24, and positive for WT1. 
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
